Socialist team 
ends Iran visit 


TEHRAN, May 26 <R| - A 
three-man socialist delegation led 
by Austrian Chancellor Bruno 
Kreisky left Tehran today after a 
day of talks with leaders of Iran’s 
main political parties. A chartered 
jet carrying Dr. Kreisky, Swedish 
opposition leader Olof Palme and 
Spanish Socialist Party chief 
Felipe Gonzalez left at midnight 
(1930GMT). Addressing a press 
conference before departure, Dr. 
Kreisky said the mission had 
obtained substantial and impor- 
tant information, but also said that 
it had not been mediating between 
tbe United States and Iran. 

Foreign Minister Sadeq 
Qotbzadeh told the press con- 
ference the visit by the three 
‘European socialist ' leaders had 
touched Iranian feelings, but 
repeated that ir was nor aimed at 
solving the U.S. embassy hostages 
crisis. 

Apart from Mr. Qotbzadeh,' 
President Abol Hassan Bani-Sadr 
and other government figures, the 
three Europeans held a 90-minute 
session with prominent clergyman 
Ayatollah Mohammad Behesbti 
and attended a meeting of the rui- 
ing Revolutionary Council. 

Dr. Kreisky later described Dr. 
Bebeshti, leader of the hardline 
Islamic Republican Party (IRP), 
as “a strong personality, a very 
strong pereonaiity,” but gave no 
details of their talks. 

Dr. Kreisky, first foreign head 
of government to visit Iran since 
the revolution 15 months ago, 
said: “We cannot act as mediators 
between the United States and 
Iran.... This is not our task... We 
are not able to do this.” 

Mr. Qotbzadeh said of the visit: 
“This gesture by these friends has 
obviously touched our feelings.” 

But he added: “I affirm that 
there has never been a question of 
mediation or resolution of the 
problem of tbe hostages what- 
soever. It was fact-finding and I 
hope these facts have been 

found/' 

But speaking to reporters later, _ 
he admitted that the hostage issue’ 
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had been mentioned during the 
talks. ■ 

- He said: “I gave them a full 
explanation of the efforts we have 
made on the hostage problem 
which were ruined each time by 
U.S. initiatives. [ told them we 
wanted a peaceful and honourable 
solution." 

The trip coincides with a visit by 
United Nations special envoy Dr. 
Adib Daoudy who is nying to 
reactivate a U.N. commission of 
inquity on Iran which broke off its 
mission last march after failing io 
see the hostages. 

But although the Socialist 
International delegation and Dr. 
Daoudy have been staying in the 
same Tehran hotel there has been 
no word of a meeting between 
them, and Dr. Daoudy said yes- 
terday that the two missions were 
nor linked. 

Kurdish rebel leaders were 
reported today to have appealed 
to the socialist politicians to inter- 
cede with Iranian officials to stop 
the war in Kurdistan between 
government forces and 
autonomy-sseking Kurdish guer- 
rillas. 

Kurdish sources quoted a mes- 
sage from Mr. Abdui-Rahman 
Qassemlou, leader of the Kurdish 
Democratic Party, as saying: "We 
hope that the destiny of six million 
people will not attract your atten- 
tion less than that of 53 hostages.” 
It was not known whether Dr. 
Kreisky and his colleagues had 
received the message. 

The students occupying the 
American embassy fired volleys 
into the air today to chase away a 
helicopter flying over tbe mission. 

A student spokesman contacted 
by telephone said they were not 
trying to shoot down the helicop- 
ter. 

Security has been intensive 
around the embassy since the 
abortive U.S. rescue operation 
last month. The students have now 
dispersed throughout Iran 50 
hostages they had been holding in 
the embassy since Nov. 4. 




Target date passes without agreement 

Weizman blames Israel for 
stalled progress on autonomy 

TEL AVIV, May 26 (Agencies)-The target date for ideas in sight, and outgoing Defence Minister Ezer 
agreement in the Palestinian autonomy negotiations Weizman placed blame for the stalled progress on 
passed today with no talks scheduled and no new Israel. 


In his letter of resignation to 
Prime Minister Menachem Begin. 
Mr. Weizman wrote: "the way to 
strengthening the peace is open 
and broad for the government, but 
no one takes it. instead of striding 
toward peace, we are marching in 
place." 

Israel, Egypt and the United 
Sraies--the three panics in the 
autonomy negotiations— say they 
hope to start talking again soon. If 
they do, al) the toughest issues 
regarding the future of 1 .2 million 
Palestinians in the occupied West 
Bank and Gaza Strip remain to be 
tackled. 

Mr. Weizman. a leading 
architect of the peace with Egypt 
and the Israeli negotiator most 
ready to make concessions to 
advance the talks, sent his letter 
today after announcing his inten- 
tion to resign yesterday. His letter, 
released to Israel Radio, cited 
Israel’s uncompromising policy in 
the talks as one of the main 
reasons for his resignation. 

“The people believed in 
peace...they have not stopped 
believing,” Mr. Weizman wrote to 
the prime minister. "You had a 
great opportunity . You missed it.” 

U.S. Secretary of Trans- 
portation Neil Goldschmidt vis- 
ited Prime Minister Menachem 
Begin in occupied Jerusalem after 
arriving from Cairo with a mes- 
sage from Egyptian President 
Anwar Sadat expressing “deter- 
mination to continue the peace 
process,” according to Mr. Begins 
spokesman. 

Foreign Minister Yitzhak 
Shamir, officials said, told Mr. 
Goldschmidt Israel was ready to 
resume the negotiations at 3ny 
lime. Bui there were no concrete 
proposals for starting the talks 
neither from Mr. S3dar nor from 
President Carter. 

In general the target date, fal- 
ling one year after the start of aut- 
onomy negotiations between 
Israel, Egypt and the United 
States, passed without any great 
show of the recriminations which 
had at one time been anticipated. 

Despite United States efforts to 
hasten the negotiations,, it had 
long been evident there was no 
chance of early agreement bet- 
ween Israel and Egypt over the 
amount of self-rule to be granted 
to Palestinians of the occupied 
West Bank and Gaza. 

Egypt's suspension of the talks 
diverted some of the wrath that 
might have fallen on Israel over its 
rehisal to contemplate more than 
minor powers for the Palestinians. 

The resignation of Mr. Weiz- 
man threw a large question mark 
over future Israeli government 
policies in the occupied .Arab 
lands. 

Mr. Weizman. a former hawk 
who turned moderate once in gov- 
ernment office, had long been 
fiercely at odds with hardline col- 
leagues in the Israeli cabinet. 

He favoured offering more 
generous measures of freedom to 
the Palestinians and he opposed 
mass Jewish settlement in the

Mr. Weizmun's departure 
raised fears that the defence 
ministry post, which carries con- 
trol of all occupied territory, might 
now got to the ultra-hardline 
Agriculture Minister Ariel Sha- 
ron. a former war hero wbo advo- 
cates mass Jewish settlement on 
occupied Arab land. 

Israeli radio reporters carrying 
out man-in-the-street polls said 
there seemd to be a majority view 
that Mr. Sharon might be too 
hardline for the job. 

The radio pollsters reported a 
greater trend in favour of the 
other main contender for the job. 
Professor Moshe Arens, chairman 
of the important foreign affairs 
and defence committee of the 
Knesset. Although also a 
hardliner. Professor Arens pre- 
sents a less fanatical image than 
Mr. Sharon. 

The Liberal Party faction of the 
ruling Likud Coalition decided 
today to fomally ask Mr. Weizman 
to withdraw his resignation. Party 
Liberal sources said. 

They said the liberal faction, 
apprehensive that Mr. Weizman's 
successor would tilt the balance in 
the cabinet away from the mod- 
erates. also passed a resolution 
declaring that Mr. Sharon was 
unacceptable to them for the 
defence job. 

Sources close to Mr. Sharon 
said he considered himself the 
natural candidate for Mr. Weiz- 
man's job. They said bis sup- 
porters had begun campaigning 
for him within the ruling coalition 
and Mr. Sharon would consider ir 
a personal affront if he were 
passed over for the appointment. 

Israel's chief negotiator at the 
autonomy talks. Interior Minister 
Yosef Burg, meanwhile met U.S. 
Ambassador Samuel Lewis and 
suggested a meeting of the three 
countries' chief delegates to 
resume the stalled negotiations, 
interior ministiy sources said. 

Mr. Weizman took only a minor 
part in the autonomy talks, mak- 
ing clear that he thought the 
Israeli self-rule plan was too 
limited to stand any chance of 
acceptance. 

Mr. Weizman's approach to 
peace negotiations earned him the 
friendship of President Anwar 
Sadat and other Egyptian leaders. 
Many United States leaders also 
appeared to prefer dealing with 
Mr. Weizman than with Mr. 
Begin. 

. Reviewing the situation today. 
Foreign Minister Yitzhak Shamir, 
.himself a hardliner, told reporters 
that Mr Weizman’s resignation 
would not affect the autonomy 
negotiations. 

The last round of autonomy 
talks was at Heszlia, on the coast 
near Tel Aviv, three weeks ago. 
As in all the preceding sessions 
over the past 12 months no prog- 
ress was made on any of the sub- 
stantive issues. 

The main issues included the 
extent of powers to be granted to 
Palestinians, control of security in 
the West Bank and Gaza and the 
voting rights of Arabs in occupied 
Jerusalem. 

Israel insisted that it should 
retain all real power in the 
occupied lands and that Jerusalem 
Arabs should not share in aut- 
onomy. 

Israeli negotiators argued that 
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they were sticking to the Camp 
David summit accords of 1978 but 
critics charged that Israel was dis- 
torting them. 

Government aides said no new 
proposals on autonomy have 
arrived from Egypt or the United 
States. Among diplomats there 
was speculation that - American 
and Egyptian leaders might be 
waiting to see the new com- 
position of the Israeli cabinet 
before making any fresh moves. 

In a statement to reporters in 
Cairo, Egypt's newly appointed 
foreign minister. Gen. Kama! 
Hassan Ali, said despite the dead- 
lock it was the parties' "duty” to 
resume the talks, and, it was up to 
Israel to pave the way by halting 
“its cruel and inhuman treatment" 
of the Palestinians in occupied 
territories. 

“Israel must understand that its 
continued settlement policy' is in 
facr a threat to the daily security of 
Israel” Gen. Ali said, “and it 
should also not limit the issue of 
East Jerusalem only to Israel 
religious considerations. East 
Jerusalem as sacred to 800 million 
Muslims” in the world. 

Gen. Ali said that consultations 
between the three countries were 
continuing and “results will be 
announced shortly.” 

He blamed the passing of the 
target date on Israel's “stubborn 
attirude and slow pace," and 


added: “The continuation of the 
talks is necessary but (they) must 
be resumed under better cir- 
cumstances." 

Gen. Ali urged Israel to “cor- 
rectly interpret the Camp David 
acccords. give up the settlements 
policy and refrain from the inhu- 
man treatment of Palestinians liv- 
ing in the occupied territories.” 

In choosing a successor for Mr. 
Weizman. Mr. Begin must take 
account of Mr. Sharon's powerful 
influence inside the He rut Party to 
which all three men belong. 

But the six members of the 
middle-road Democratic Party 
have threatened to walk out of the 
coalition if Mr. Sharon is 
appointed. 

Apart from Arens, another 
widely touted option would be to 
move Mr. Shamir to the defence 
post and give the foreign ministry 
to a member of the Liberal Party 
which has been pressing for gre- 
ater role in the coalition. 

Political sources increasingly 
took the view that Mr. Begin will 
for the time being take on the 
defence ministry 1 himself, leaving 
day-to-day control in the hands of 
Deputy Defence Minister 
Morechai Zippori. 

Mr. Weizman's resignation let- 
ter reached Mr. Begin only tonight 
and technically he remains 
defence minister for 48 hours 
from receipt of it. 


Omani aide in Baghdad to 
‘remove misunderstanding 3 

BAGHDAD. May 26 (Agencies)— Oman's minister of state for 
foreign affairs, Mr. Qais Abdui-Mourtim Ai Zawawi. arrived in Iraq 
today for talks aimed at removing any misunderstanding between the 
two countries. 

The officials Iraqi News Agency (INA! quoted him as saying the 
visit was an Omani initiative “with the aim of removing any mis- 
understanding that resulted from certain political view's.” He said he 
would also discuss during his two-day stay the formation of a per- 
manent joint committee to ensure continued cooperation on the 
basis of mutual respect. 

Mr. Zawawi, accompanied by Information Minister Abdul Aziz 
Rowass, added that he was carry ing a message from Sultan Qabous 
Bin Said to Iraqi President Saddam Hussein dealing with the 
development of bilateral ties. 

Oman has been criticised in some Arab quarters over its support 
for Egyptian President Anwar Sadat’s peace agreement with Israel 
and reports that it was engaged in negotiations on granting military 
facilities to the United States. 

No agreement between Oman and the United States has been 
announced, and there have been conflicting reports about whetheror 
not the sultan's reported offer still stands. 

Iraq is expected to seek Omani support for President Hussein's 
proposed pan- Arab charter, a document that would regulate inter- 
Arab conflicts and keep the superpowers out of the sensitive oil- 
producing region.

THE COURSE pursued by the Begin regime in Israel 
following the resignation of Defence Minister Ezer Weiz- 
man will be a good gauge of that government's seriousness 
about the real issues that must be addressed if there is ever 
to be a peaceful resolution of the Arab-Israeli conflict. 

Our expectation is that Mr. Weizman will be replaced 
by a hard-liner, possibly Mr. Ariel Sharon. The con- 
sequences of that could be fateful for the Begin regime 
itself — several other cabinet members have threatened to 
resign if Sharon is appointed. A further shift to the right will 
also put President Sadat of Egypt in a predicament that he 
is already feeling with the departure of his good friend 
Weizman. 

None of this, however, will change things very much for 
the Arabs as a whole or the Palestinians in particular — 
even if new elections bring Labour back to power in Israel. 

Mr. Weizman, wbo likes to point out that he grew up 
among Arabs in Haifa, was perhaps best described, as the 
liberal Guardian newspaper in Britain described him yes- 
terday, as “among the least unpopular of Israeli political 
leaders among the Arabs." He is perhaps the epitome of 
that contradiction in terms — a “moderate Zionist" — and 
Arab leaders such as the West Bank and Gaza mayors who 
have had occasion to talk to him have found that his 
responsiveness does not really go much beyond that — the 
capacity to talk to them. 

His objections to settlements such as Elon Moreh, or 
those which Begin proposes to establish in the midst of 
Arab towns and cities, were made solely on the grounds 
that they would be difficult to defend, and not on any moral 
pretext. 

He was one of the most ardent believers in pursuing a 
separate peace with Egypt at the expense of the Palestinian 
issue; he shares with certain Labour leaders the trendy 
notion of relocating the Palestinian national problem 
somewhere beyond the Jordan. 

His resignation was predicated on his contention that 
Israel's military might was threatened by proposed budget- 
ary austerity. Even if that was just a pretext for a political 
grandstand play, this is clearly no “dove" that we are 
talking about. 

Weizman will no doubt be back someday, possibly 
through some political change of colours a la Moshe 
Dayan. We can’t think that we will be any better off for his 
re-emergence than we are for his departure. 

While watching the characters moving around the 
chessboard of Israeli domestic politics may be an amusing 
parlour game, we should not delude ourselves into thinking 
that any of this has anything to do with war or peace as far 
as the Arabs are concerned. 

With the expiry yesterday of the autonomy talks dead- 
line, the way is now clear for the international community 
to take up its responsibilities in bringing to heel an Israel 
that has turned its back on the stated will of that world 
community. It is only through that means, combined with 
the strengthening of the Palestinian resistance — and not 
through internal Israeli politicking — that there is any hope 
of ending the occupation and realising Arab rights in Pales- 
tine, and thus of really clearing the path to peace. 


ARAB PRESS COMMENTARY 


AL RAT: While the three Palestinian exiles, Mr. Fahd Qaqasmi. 
Mr. Mohammad Milhem and Sheikh Rajab Tamimi, continue 
their efforts to inform the world about their cause and about the 
Zionist occupation authorities' dangerous policy of expulsion 
practised against our people in the occupied territories, the same 
authorities took a new arbitrary measure on Sunday when they 
decided to appoint two new mayors to Hebron and Halhoul to 
replace Mr. Qawasmi and Mr. Milhem. 

With this decision the occupation authorities have yet again 
challenged the U.N. Security Council resolutions demanding the 
return of the these exiles to their homeland and families. This time 
the challenge is directed at the people's right to choose the rep- 
resentatives who will defend their interests. 

With this step it is obvious that the occupation authorities want 
finally to close the file on the three exiles and consign their cause 
to oblivion. 

This is the de facto policy which has always been the method 
used by the enemny. in ail its dealings with us— whether they 
concern land, governments or people. 

AL DUSTOUR: Arabs, both inside and outside the occupied 
territories, have no reason to regret the resignation of Israeli 
Defence Minister Ezer Weizman, or to worry that his replacement 
in the Defence Ministry will adopt a more extreme position. 

The foundations of the Israeli policy, which is based on holding 
on to the occupied Arab territories, overlooking the Palestinian 
people’s rights and ruling the Arabs there with terrorism and 
oppression, were laid by Mr. Weizman and his predecessor, Mr. 
Dayan; and this policy is advocated by the Likud and Labour 
Party alliance. If there has been a difference of opinion or a 
dispute among them, it is a difference of opinion or a dispute 
among them, it is a difference about form, not essence; not about 
the policy itself, but about its application. 

The departure of Mr. Weizman from the Begin government, 
emptying it of what was— according to some— a touch of mod- 
eration, might in fact be a good thing. It ought to put an end to all 
the mistaken notions entertained by some people— especially in 
Washington and Cairo— that Mr. Begin's government might 
finally make a move towards an acceptable solution to the Arab- 
Israeii conflict.

W. Bank deportess go to 


Geneva; will return to U.S

UNITED NATIONS, May 
26— The three deported West 
Bank leaders left New York last 
nighr for Geneva where they will 
address the U.N. Human Rights 
Commission. 

While in Geneva, Mayors 
‘Mohammad Milhem of Halhoul 
and Fahd Qawasmi of Hebron and 
Qadi Rajab AJ Tamimi are also 
expected to present their case to 
the special committee of the Gen- 
eral Assembly to investigate 
Israeli practices affecting the 
human rights of the population in 
the occupied territories. Chaired 
by Borut Bohte of Yugoslavia, the 
committee is conducting a series 
of meetings examining prison 
conditions in the occupied Arab 
territories and studying the Israeli 
press coverage of conditions in 
occupied areas for the first three 
months of 1980. The session will 
conclude May 30. 

Mayors Milhem and Qawasmi 
and Sheik Tamimi will leave 


Geneva May 30 or 3 1 for London, 
where they will meet with a special 
committee of the House of Com- 
mons. They will return to New 
York and Washington June 3 for 
further meetings with United 
States leaders. They have ten- 
tative interview with Lfnder- 
secretary of State Warren Chris- 
topher. 

Mayor Milhem told the Jordan 
Times before leaving that because 
of the encouraging atmosphere of 
the American public “our mission 
in the United States must be con- 
tinued; and that is why we are 
scheduled back in Washington, to 
make -nothcr tour in the United 
States for more contacts with the 
American public."

TEL AVIV, May 26 
(Agencies)— Israeli troops sealed 
up rwo houses and one apartment 
in the occupied West Bank city of 
Nabuls in punishment for the 
firebombing of an Israeli bus. the 
military command announced yes- 
terday. 

There were no casualties in the 
bus incident, but the military gov- 
ernment meted out the collective 
punishment in accordance with a 
recent “tough hand" policy in rhe 
occupied territories. 

A statement alleged that the 
people who threw the firebombs 
hud lived in the dwellings that 
were sealed up. 

The policy was instituted after a 
Palestinian ambush on May 2. in 
which mx Israeli settlers died and 
1#' were wounded in Hebron. The 
military government also expelled 
Hebron's mayor, Mr. Fahd 
Qawasmi. Hebron religious judge 
Sheikh Rajab Tamimi and 
Halhoul Mayor Mohammad 
Milhem following the attack. 

On Sunday, the army appointed 
the deputy mayors to replace the 
expelled officials. Hebron deputy 
Mayor Mustafa Natsheh and 
Halhoul Deputy mayor Moham- 
mad Hijazi Majadieh have said 
they would only act as mayors 
until theexplelled officials' return. 
They were una%'ailable fro com- 
ment following the new appoint- 
ments. 

After the expulsions, the wives 
of Mr. Qawasmi and Mr. Milhem 
urged the deputies not to assume 


the mayors jobs, hoping to gather 
support against the Israeli deci- 
sion. 

On May 20, they filed an appeal 
to Israel's supreme court ques- 
tioning the legality of deportation 
without due process and the court 
gave the government 43 days to 
justify its actions. 

Meanwhile, the deportees 
bought their case to the United 
Nations which condemned the 
expulsions. When they attempted 
to return to the West Bank via the 
King Hussein Bridge from Jordan 
they were blocked and Israel said 
the mayors would not be allowed 
back. 


Israeli soldier 
stabbed in 
Hebron 


OCCUPIED JERUSALEM, 
May 26 (R) — An Israeli border 
policeman was stabbed today 
while on a patrol in the opten mar- 
ket in Hebron in the occupied 
West Bank, military sources said. 

The assailant escaped as Israeli 
forces dosed off the area. 

Sources at a hospital in 
Jerusalem where he was taken 
said he was stabbed in the shoul- 
der and his condition was not seri- 
ous. 

Military sources said tonight 
that a a curfew had been imposed 
on the town. 


AMMAN, May 26 - A sharp 35 
per cent increase in the price of 
tomatoes was behind a lJ5 per 
'cent jump in the overall cost of 
living here during April. 

According to the “Cost of Uv- . 
iog Index Bulletin" issued by the 
Department of Statistics today, - 
the prices of all . commodities 
remained at March levels last 
month, except for 'those of food, 
items and alcohol, which went up. 

Last month's 1.5 per cent 
increase in the cost of living wiped 
out the 1.5 per cent decrease regis- 
tered in' March. In January, there 
was a slight decrease in the cosr of 
living, while in February it went up' 
2.5 per cent due to a local price 
increase on petroleum products. 
Overall, the cost of living has gone 
up just 2.4 per cent net from the 
beginning of the year through the 
end of April. If this trend were to 
continue through the year,, this 
would yield on annual inflation, 
rate of 7 2 per cent.’ 

However, the latest bulletin 
indicates that between April 1979 
and April 1980, the cost of living 
increased by 17.6 percent. During 
calendar year 1979, inflation ran 
at an official rate of only 1 1.7 per 
cent. 

The index weights a range of 
consumer expenditures, including 
food, clothing, housing and trans- 
portation costs, and it calculates 
the increase (or decrease) in the 
average cost of each item from 
month to month. 

The year 1975 is used as a “base 
year", with an assigned value of 
100. The bulletin indicates that 
prices in April were 74.1 per cent

NCC discusses higher 
educational council bill 


AMMAN, May 26 (JNA) - A 
draft law for a Jordanian higher 
educational council was passed on 
to the educational committee of 
the National Consultative Council 
(NCC) at today's session. 

Also at today’s session, gov- 
ernment replies to questions on 
various topics were read to the 
members. In answer to a question 


about the- status of government 
employees, the government's 
reply was according to a bye-lau 
passed in 1 975, employees who do 
not fall within grade classification 
system are provided for by a spe- 
cial fund for which five per cent is 
deducted- from their salaries, and 
the government pays seven per 
cent, to a pension fund. 


Japan’s Foreign Minister 
Okita due here next week 


TOKYO. May 26 (Agencies) - 
Foreign Minister Saburo Okita 
will fly to Jordan for an official 
visit May 3 1 -June 2. The Japanese 
government has announced. 

Mr. Okita will hold talks with 
His Majesty King Hussein and the 
Prime Minister. Sharif Abdul 
Hamid Sharaf. to exchange views 
on a peace settlement in the Mid- 
dle East, the Foreign Ministry said 
in an announcement. 

He will also discuss bilateral 
economic cooperation with Jor- 
danian officials, it said. 

The Japanese foreign minister 
will travel from Amman to Paris to 
attend there a two-day ministerial 
meeting of the Organisation of 
Economic Cooperation and 


Development. 

Mr. Okita will also visit Italy for 
talks with his Italian counterpart. 
Mr. Emilio Colombo, before 
returning to Tokyo June 7, the 
announcement said. 

The Chairman of Japanese 
armed forces joint staff council. 
Gen. Coro Takeda. left Amman 
tonight after a two-day visit to 
Jordan. He had met with a number 
of government and army officials 
and will tour army positions. 
Today he was received by the 
Commander-in-chief of the Jor- 
danian Armed Forces. Li Gen. 
Sharif Zaid Ibn Shaker. Gen. 
Takeda is accompanied by a 
delegation of several army offic- 
ers. 


Handiccrafts of deaf' children: An intriguining chaos

AMMAN. May 26 (JT) - A 
three-day handicrafts exhibition 
this week gave an uncommon 
glimpse into the world of deaf 
child. 

Held at the Haya Arts Centre, 
the exhibition featured artwork 
and handicrafts done by the 
thrce-io-eight-year old students 
of the Queen Alia Centre for the 
Hearing Impaired in Ruseifa. A 
numberof the youngsters, dressed 
in green uniforms bearing the 
school's emblem — an ear crossed 
by the olive branch of peace — 


were on hand. 

The crayon drawings and paint- 
ings mostly featured imriguinglv 
chaotic backgrounds, perhaps 
inspired by the children's inability 
to understand the world of speech 
around them. One included an 
aeroplane and a helicopter drop- 
ping masses of what appear to be 
bombs, a rather unusual theme for 
a child in this young age category. 
Even the more common themes of 
houses, vehicles, flowers and chil- 
dren expressed the same sense of 
chaos. An exception was a draw- 
ing of a mosque at night with a half 
moon hanging overhead in a 
serene sky.

The Queen Alta Centre for the 
Hearing Impaired started its work 
a tilde over a year ago. ft now has 
30 boarders and 50 day students, 
according to Mr. Abid Jadallah, 
the centre's director. Some 15 


teachers give instruction in seing. 
handicrafts and sports, and give 
speech therapy and diagnosis? 

The pieces on exhibition were 
for sale at prices ranging from JD 
1 to JD 75. While these might 
seem a bit steep, it must be 
rememberd that the proceeds go 
to fund the society, which hopes 
evenrually to establish four other 
centres for the deaf. 

The need is very great. Mr. 
Jadallah said. Jordan has about 
5,000 deaf people, 3,000 of whom 
are children. There are only five 
centres for the deaf in the country, 
which among them have places for 
onlv 400 children.

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Turkey steps up foodstuff exports to Iran Morocco’s phosphate output 20m T 


ISTANBUL, May 26 
(AP)— Turkish exporters have 
stepped up their shipments of 
much-needed foodstuffs, includ- 
ing wheat, to neighbouring Iran in 
the wake of a Western economic 
blockade against Tehran, a Turk- 
ish newspaper reported today. _ 
In a survey appearing in its 
economic news column, the daily 
Hurriyet reported that “Turkish 
goods started to invade the Ira- 
nian markets at a time of inten- 
sified economic blockade 
enforced by the United States and 
its European allies.'’ 

The largest-circulated news- 
paper reported that a 128-truck 
capacity transportation company 
was set up to handle the shipment 
of Turkish goods to Iran. 

Hurriyet said about 1,000 tons 
of wheat are being freighted to 


Iran aboard international trucks, 
and Turkish battery companies 
■ benefited from a halt in sales of 
Japanese products. 

Although there is no “formal” 
agreement for the sale of pre- 
served foodstuffs, Turkish brands 
have flooded stores and groceries 
in the Iranian capital recently, 
Hurriyet said. 

Officials of a detergent factory 
and a meat processing facility said 
they have concluded agreements 
for sales amounting to $25 mil- 
lion. 

The daily quoted Iranian 
revolutionary authorities as saying 
they are hopeful that Muslim Tur- 
key will meet Iran's requirements 
for badly-needed food items. 

Hurriyet listed the most scarce 
items in Iran as macaroni, pre- 
served foods, sugar, meat, milk. 


glass, all kinds of electronic 
equipment, cables, insulation 
materials, electrical installation 
components, contraction mat- 
erials, public health items, clo- 
thing and ready-made dresses and 
suits. 

The daily also reported that 
they railway linking Turkey and 
Iran across a border-point in the 
rugged eastern region was closed 
recently because of a new round of 
hostilities between autonomy- 
seeking Kurdish rebels and Ira- 
nian government troops. 

More than 2,000 freight cars are 
stranded at various stations in the 
area, awaiting clearance by Ira- 
nian authorities, Hurriyet 
reported. 

Turkey has officially announced 
that it will not join economic sanc- 
tions against Iran. 


OPEC to discuss financial aid expansion 


VIENNA, May 26 (R) - Finance 
ministers from the Organisation of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries 
(OPEC) will meet here tomorrow 
for their first session since turning 
their third world aid fund into a 
separate development agency. 
The ministers will reconsider 
adding a further $1 .6 billion to the 
$2.4 billion resources of the 
OPEC Fund, as the new agency 
was named after its founding in 
January. 

The January ministerial meet- 
ing failed to approve the $1 .6 bil- 
lion sum, which OPEC oil minis- 
ters recommended at their price - 
fixing meeting in Caracas last 
December. 

Officials said the ministers will 
also consider several proposals for 
expanding the activities of the 
fund, which grants long-term, 
low-cQSt loans for development 


projects in the third world. The 
proposals include a boost in fund 
resources to $20 billion, a move 
which would allow OPEC to take 
a far more active role in promoting 
development plans, and possible 
permission to allow the fund to 
borrow additional money on 
international capital markets. 
They said no immediate decisions 
could be expected on these prop- 
osals since they would involve 

major expansions of the fund's 
staff and activities. 

A routine review of monetary 
and financial cooperation bet- 
ween member countries will also 
be on the agenda, as well as a dis- 
cussion of OPECs contributions 
to the International Fund for 
Agricultural Development 
(IFAD). 

The meeting, expected to last 


one day, will take place in the 
former imperial palace, the Hof- 
burg, instead of the OPEC head- 
quarters here. Vienna police have 
already begun tightening security 
around the palace and the main 
hotels here. 

The fund, which was launched 
in 1976 as the OPEC special fund, 
has until now extended 186 loans 
worth $776 million to 75 develop- 
ing countries. Its total com- 
mitments, including grants to 
IFAD and other international 
agencies, have exceeded $1.4 bil- 
lion. 

Meanwhile, the oil industry 
believes there could be more rises 
in OPEC oil prices on the way this 
year. The average OPEC price, 
which more than doubled in 1979, 
has already gone up by about 20 
per cent in 1980. 


PARIS, May 26 (INPA) - 
Morocco's production of phos- 
phates reached a record 20 million 
tonnes in 1979 — an increase of 
four per cent over the previous 
year — while phosphate expons 
were up by 3.5 per cent from 
17,264 million tonnes in 1978 to 
17,867 million tonnes last year, 
the latest figures from the Moroc- 
can Phosphates Office show. 

Mining in Morocco generally 
comprises a very important part of 
the country's economy rep- 
resenting 60 per cent of its expons 
in tonnage and 45 per cent in 
terms of value. Mining also pro- 
vides jobs for some 40,000 peo- 
ple. 

Moroccan phosphate reserves 
are estimated at 57,800 million 
tonnes — about 75 per cent of the 
total world reserves. Moreover, 
these deposits have the advantage 
of being sited close to the coast 
and thusrto the European markets 
which, because of intensive and 
varied agricultural industries, are 
an important consumer-zone. 

In the 1978-80 three year plan, 
a total of 2,661.6 million dirhams 
(about $685.7 million) was allo- 
cated to the phosphates office for 
the development of both its poten- 


tial and its production. 

Quantities of phosphates on the 
home market, meanwhile, have 
increased steadily from 510,000 
tonnes in 1975 to 2.85 million 
tonnes in 1978 — an increase of 
263 per cent. This followed the 
marketing of phosphates in the 
form of phosphoric add and fer- 
tiliser, a phosphates office policy’ 
which resulted in an increase of 30 
per cent in the tonnage of phos- 
phates treated for marketing in 
Morocco. 

With the coming into pro- 
duction of the phosphore-2 plant 
in the immediate future, 1.7 mil- 
lion tonnes of ore a year from Ben 
Guerir will be handled at the 
plant. Meanwhile^ new instal- 
lations planned fdr 1983 include 
the phosphore-3 plant at Jorf AI 
Asfar. The various chemical 
plants will then be able totrear 7.5 
million tonnes of phosphates a ■ 
year. 

Meanwhile, in other sectors of 
its mining industry Morocco has 
seen progress in the mining of lead 
which constitutes two -thirds of the 
overall metal mining. Production 
of lead concentrate increased 
from 99,000 tonnes in 1976 to 
167,000 tonnes in 1978. Sales of 


lead concentrate were up from 
71,239 tonnes in 1976 to 120,000 
tonnes in 1978 (a 68 per cent 
increase) with an increase in value 
from sales of 164 per cent to 173 
million dirhams (some $44,6 mil- 
lion) 

Production of iron, however, 
which is all exported, fell heavily 
from 407,000 tonnes in 1978 to 
only 61,700 • tonnes last year. 
Copper production also dropped 
with sales falling nearly 54 per 
cent between 1976 and 1978: the 
result was that mines at Bouskour 
and Taiaar N’Ouane were closed 
down and production at Taansrift 
ceased at the end of 1978. 

The overall value of various 
mineral exports which has already 
gone up in 1977 leaped from 
188.6 million dirhams ($48.6 mil- 
lion) to 236.5 million dirhams 
(S61 million) in 1978 largely due 
to increased revenues from the 
sale of cobalt. Market prices for 
cobalt went up considerably in 
1978 because of the fighting in 
Shaba province of Zaire from 
where, in normal times, more than 
half the world’s cobalt comes. 

All in all Moroccan mines con- 
tributed 5.6 per cent to the coun- 
try’s Gross National Product. 


Lebanon poised to end ‘crisis’ 


PARIS, May 26 (INPA) - Leba- 
non currently has more money on 
deposit in its bank than in the 
boom year of 1974, according to 
Lebanon's ambassador to France 

Mr. Bourros Dib. He placed the 
figures in excess of 16,000 million 
Lebanese pounds (over $5,000 
million) and looked on this as a 
pointer to a national will to put the 
country back on its feet again. 

Mr. Dib, a former rector of 


Lebanon university and a former 
envoy to the Vatican, said the 
Lebanese had a profound desire to 
put an end to the country’s present 
difficult situation. He made no 
attempt to predict how long tlxis- 
re-establishment would take but 
acknowledged that it was a prob- 
lem for the Lebanese themselves 
to solve. 

He said that Lebanese exports 
were again flowing, which proved 


that the industrial mechanisms of 
the state were still functioning. 
The Lebanese had never stopped 
working, and had not gone beg- 
ging for aid, Mr. Dib said, but had 
worked outside the country and . 
sent money home. This had 
helped to maintain the relative 
value of the Lebanese pound on 
international currency markets. It 
was important now that economic 
activity took off again in Lebanon 
itsdlf.

Notts. Forest counts on Germans' 

‘ predictability ' in European Cup final 

LONDON, May 26 (AP)-Noti'mgham Forest flew to Madrid 
today for the European Cup final but star forward Stan Bowie.s 
was absent. Forest defends Europe's premier club soccer trophy 
against Hamburg SV of West Germany Wednesday night but 
Bowles, who is in dispute with the club, will not play. 

Bowles, 31, lust week missed a training trip and called Manager 
Brian Clough “a soccer dictator" but no reasons were given for his 
non-appearance at the airport. Forest, which defeated Malmo of 
Sweden 1-0 in last year's final, is also without current England 
international forward Trevor Francis, who is injured. Clough is 
likely io name teenager Gary Mills as Francis' replacement. 

Assistant Manager Peter Taylor said before the team's 
departure; "Hamburg is a good match for us, but we have the 
players to outwit them. The Germans are more predictable than 
Real Madrid would have been, so that is in our favour". 

Taylor predicted an attractive match.” With the best of English 
and West German soccer it should be a real showpiece," he said. 
Forest is aiming to keep the European Cup in England for the 
fourth successive year. Liverpool lifted the trophy in 1977 and 
1978. 

The likely Forest lmc-up are Peter Shilton, Viv Anderson, 
Frank Gray, John McGovern. Larry Lloyd, Kenny Bums, Martin 
O’Neill. Ian Bowyer, Garry' BirtJes, Gary' Mills, John Robertson. 

Italian soccer team found 'not guilty ' 

MILAN, Italy, May 26 (AP)— Italy's soccer "court” today cleared 
the mighty Juventus team of Turin of any involvement in a 
nationwide game-fixing scandal, but suspended from play for 
three years Bologna's famous striker Guiseppc Savoldi. 

It was the second round of sentences handed down by the 
disciplinary commission of the soccer league. In its first sentences 
the "court” relegated to the second league A.C. Milan, which won 
the 2 979 title, and Paolo Rossi, the national team's srar striker, 
was suspended from play for three years. 

In addition to Juventus, the main defendant, the court in its 
latest decision also acquitted the team's president and coach 
Giovanni Trappatoni. Juventus has won the league title 1 8 times, 
a record. Juventus could have been dropped to the second division 
if found guilty of a charge of pre-arranging a 1-1 tie in a match 
with Bologna last January to benefit an illegal betting group. 

Bologna itself was penalised five points at the start of the next 
season for allegedly rigging a game with Avellino in February. 
Another Bologna player, Carlo Petrini, was suspended from play 
for another three years while Bologna's President Tomasso Fab- 
bretti got a 3-year suspension. __

22 nations compete in Acropolis Motor Rally 

ATHENS, May 26 (APj— The Acropolis Motor Rally, one of the 
toughest annual tests for men and machines, started here today 
with 150 crews from 22 countries. 

The rally covers 2.744 kilometres throughout Greece. Of the 
course, only 1,520 kilometres are on asphalt highways, the 
remaining distance being over dirt and gravel roads winding 
through mountainous areas. The course also includes 56 special 
stages covering 965 kilometres, only 65 kilometres of which are 
over paved roads. 

Gtmpciiiors got underway from the foot of the Acropolis hill 
and will finish ar the Panachenian stadium, sire of the first modern 
Olympic Games in 1896, on Thursday night. Firei to cross the 
starting line were Sweden's Bjom VValdegaard and co-driver 
Ham- Thorszelius, last year's winners, in a Mercedes Benz 450 
SLC. They were followed by France's B. Damiche and A. Mahe in 
a Lancia Stratus. 

Meanwhile, the world's top racing car manufacturers today 
announced the launch of a new safety drive. In a bid to provide 
grand prix drivers with more protection the Formula One Con- 
structors’ Association (FOCA) announced a number of new 
safety regulations. 

High speed crash tests are to be carried out on a car from every 
championship team, safety secrets are to be shared, an accident 
file is to be started and a rwo-year strengthening programme 
instituted to make future grand prix cars tougher. 

Mr. Bemie Ecclestone, FOCA chief executive, said: "We have 
agreed to set up a safety committee of top engineers - Colin 
Chapman of team Lotus, Mauro Forghieri of Ferrari and Gordon 
Murray of Brabham - to mastermind the new programme.” Mr. 
Ecclestone said that drivers had been consulted ” every step of the 
wav.”

Death toll in South Korea 


uprising put at over 250 


KWANGJU, South Korea, May 26 
(R) - The death tol) in South Korea's 
six-day uprising was put at more than 


250 today as the army maintained 
psychological pressure on the armed 
militants. 


The disorganised citizens com- 
mittee purporting to rule Kwangju 
appealed for International Red 
Cross help and said hundreds of 
wounded could die through lack of 
drugs and proper care. 

Students, who threatened to 
blow up the city if the army 
attempted to crush the uprising, 
claimed that 260 people had 
already died. 

A spokesman for the students, 
who are known to have at least ten 
cases of dynamite, fold reporters 
they would fight off any army 
attack and as a last resort blow up 
the city. 

The 10.000 troops, backed by 
tanks, used bulldozers to sweep 
away student barricades during 
the night and rolled cautiously and 
steadily towards the rebel heart- 
land around the provincial head- 
quarters building. 

But appeals from senior citizens 
that the action would antagonise 
the student commandos and cause 


more bloodshed led to a partial 
withdrawal later in the day. 

Firing was heard for two hours 
in the rebel-held area today but 
there were no reports of casual- 
ties. Residents said it was a daily- 
occurrence as youths, some no 
more than 1 5 years old. Fired their 
guns into the air in an act of 
bravado. 

The character of the uprising is 
changing. The inhabitants rose up 
spontaneously last Wednesday 
after special forces paratroopers 
dashed with students protesting 
against martial law. Innocent by- 
standers were among those killed. 

The attitude of the people now 
is part resignation and part irri- 
tation — resignation because of 
the inevitability of an army victory 
and irritation over irresponsible 
behaviour and demands of the 
students.

Waldheim seeks funds to 


avert Kampuchea famine 


GENEVA, May 26 (R) - United Nations Secretary -General Kurt 
Waldheim today appealed to the world for $181 million for food and 
'Other humanitarian aid to avert famine in Kampuchea. 

In an opening address to a two-day meeting attended by 60 states, 
Mr. Waldheim said a massive effort was needed to stave off catas- 
trophe in that ravaged country. 

He said the $181 million was required ro make up an estimated 
$284 million to be spent on an aid programme to Kampuchea run 
jointly by the International Committee of the Red Cross (ICRC) and 
the U.N. Children's Fund (UNICEF). 

Mr. Waldheim listened to his own speech, read by Under- 
Secretary-General Sir Robert Jackson, in charge of U.N. assistance 
to Indochina. U.N. officials said Mr. Waldheim was suffering from a 
sore throat and had lost his voice. 

Major participants at the meeting included Western industrialised 
nations, China and non-communist Asian states. 


But Vietnam and the Soviet Union, which back the Heng Samrin 
government in Phnom Penh against Kampuchean guerrillas loyal to 
the ousted Khieu Samphan administration, refused to attend. They 
said the meeting's aims were political rather than humanitarian. 

Mr. Waldheim said a fully effective system of monitoring delivery 
of supplies was still not functioning despite the efforts of U.N. agen- 
cies and the ICRC, and he called for “a still greater level of coop- 
eration with our efforts.” 

Australian Foreign Minister Andrew Peacock, unanimously 
elected chairman of the meeting, said: "This meeting will not be 
concerned with political controversy or polemics." 

He said the only objective was to alleviate the plight of millions of 
men, women and children in Kampuchea and in border areas of 
Thailand who urgently needed food, shelter and medical care. 

Mr. Peacock said that in addition to preventing hunger, the inter- 
national agencies sought to end conditions that led people to leave 
home in search of the means of survival. 


General Chun Doo-hwan and the 
lifting of martial law. Both are 
unacceptable to the military 
authorities, who have tightened 
up censorship on all news leaving 
Kwangju. 

Leading citizens, anxious for a 
return to normal in the city of 
800,000, are prepared to accept 
compensation for death, injury 
and damage and an acceptance by 
the authorities that brutality by- 
special forces soldiers was the real 
cause of the rebellion. 

The hated special forces have 
been withdrawn and the present 
troops are well disciplined with a 
higher than normal number of 
officers. Tank guns at the bar- 
ricades are not loaded and the 
officers show an uncommon polit- 
ical finesse. 

Student commandos have 
become increasingly suspicious of 
possible overthrow from within by 
infiltrators. Journalists who in the 
early days were driven around the 
city in flag-bedecked stolen army- 
jeeps with cheering gun-waving 
youths find less of a welcome these 
days. 

Militarily the army could rake 
Kwangju in half an hour. But 
civilian deaths could leave the cen- 
tral government a bitter legacy 
and possibly spur uprisings among 
the thousands of people from 
depressed Cholla province work- 
ing in other South Korean cities. 
There are a million potential sym- 
pathisers in the capital of Seoul 
alone. 

China today accused the United 
States of conniving with the 
authorities in South Korea in the 
suppressior of the people during 
the riots. 

The People's Daily, China's top 
official newspaper, said in a com- 
mentary that the action of the 
rebels in Kwangju had “dealt an 
unprecedented severe blow at the 
South Korean fascist regime, 
showing vividly the great strength 
of the South Korean people. 

“The United States, while urg- 
ing the South Korean authorities 
to seek a peaceful solution, has 
allowed them to make use of the 
forces under the joint command 
*to control the masses and pre- 
serve public security.* 

“Thus, the United States cannot 
shirk the responsibility of con- 
niving with the South Korean 
authorities in the suppression of 
the people,” the paper said. 


South Africa’s education protest has 


widened student-parent generation gap

JOHANNESBURG. May 26 (R) 
— A Zulu woman chased her 
teenage son with a stick down a 
dusty street. “Get back to school ” 
she shouted. “How will you ever 
pass your exams?" 

The boy ran off and joined his 
friends who were attending a class 
boycott meeting in a football field. 
His mother sat in a doorwav and 


wept. 

That incident illustrated a 
widening generation gap which 
has opened up during student 
demonstrations against ine- 
qualities in South Africa's racially 
sepurated education system. 

Thousands of mainly coloured 
(mixed race) high school children 
in Cape Town began the protest in 
the middle of April. The revolt 
quickly spread to other cities, with 
university students. Indians and 
some black pupils joining in. 

At first the authorities turned a 
blind eye to the demonstrators 
who were mostly aged between 13 
and 18. Then the government 
reacted, threatening to shut 
down schools. But the youthful 
protests went on and flared into 
sporadic violence, particularly in 
black townships near the Orange 
Free State city of Bloemfontein. 

The root cause of student anger 
is the wide disparity between how 
much the state spends on educat- 
ing each white child and the 
expenditure on pupils from other 
racial groups. 

Prime Minister Pieter Botha 
acknowledged that there were 
grievances in the coloured com- 
munity. But government spokes- 
men said it would take time to iron 
out historical inequalities and the 
students must show patience. 

Patience was not high on the 
agenda of students who went back 
to school after boycotting classes 
for a month. Student leaders gave 
the government three weeks, until 
June 6. to resolve their com- 
plaints. They said if the deadline 
was not met the boycott would 
start all over again. 

In fact, large numbers of col- 
oured pupils and university stu- 
dents returned to classes for only- 
three days, before their leaders 
ordered them out again in support 
of militant blacks who maintained 
the bovcott. 


This renewed protest seemed to 
snap the patience of education 
officials and also that of some 
teachers who had previously 
expressed sympathy for the stu- 
dents’ problems. 

The secretary of the depanmem 
of coloured relations, a top civil 
servant, told a meeting of school 
principals in Cape Town that 
pupils must be expelled if they 
refused to attend school or carried 
on with daily “awareness prog- 


JOHANNESBURG, May 26 
(Agencies) - Riot police today 
arrested about 50 clergymen as 
they marched on Johannesburg 
police headquarters to protest 
the detention of a coloured 
(mixed race) colleague, eyewit- 
nesses said. 

Police wielding batons and 
automatic rifles cut off the 
group as they marched down a 
main Johannesburg street and 
loaded them into vans, the 
eyewitnesses said. 

The demonstration was led 
by Anglican Bishop Desmond 
Tutu, general secretary of the 
South African Council of 
Churches, and Rev. Joseph 
Wing, general secretary of the 
United Congregational 
Church. 

The churchmen were pro- 
testing the detention by security 
police on Saturday of Rev. John 
Thorne, a former chairman of 
the United Congregational 
Church and former secretary of 
the Sooth African Council of 
Churches. 

A statement they Issued said 
Rev. Thorne “acted in obedi- 
ence to God and in the service of 
the people by identifying with 
the legitimate aspirations of the 
young people taking part in the 
coloured schools boycott.*"

Many of the parents have 
deeply etched memories of the last 
time that South Africa writhed in 
months of unrest, sparked off by 
black student protests in the big 
satellite city of Soweto outside 
Johannesburg. 

The riots began on the sunny 
midwinter day of June 16. 1976 
when Soweto students rebelled 
against enforced use of Afrikaans 
as a teaching language in their 
schools. 

Six months and almost 600 
deaths later, the black parents 
were counting the cost in terms of 
children who were dead or hud 
fled abroad to join nationalist 
guerrilla groups. 


Soviet article attacks China 


MOSCOW. May 26 (R) — The Soviet Union 
today called on revolutionaries throughout the 
world to be on guard against what it said were 
efforts b\ China to undermine the communist 
movement and turn it against Moscow. 

The warning was issued through the Com- 
munist Pam newspaper Pravda in an article 
which also revived old charges that Peking was 
seeking domination in Asia with threats and pres- 
sure and attempts to set its neighbours against 
each other. 

At the same time, it suggested that the Kremlin 
had come to the conclusion that there was little 
prospect for any accommodation with the new 
Chinese leadership that has emerged following 
the death of Mao Tse-tung four years ago. 

The article was signed I. Alexandrov, generally 
presumed to signify aiement with the collective 
authority of the Central Committee, and 

was seen as the toughest Soviet critique of China 
for some time. 

There seemed little doubt that the article was 
intended to back up a recent implied rehuke 
issued in a Soviet foreign affairs weekly again*! 
the Italian Communist Party for reopening rela- 
tions with the Chinese during a visit to Peking bv 
its leader. Mr. Enrico Bcrlinguer. 

The weekly \V»»- Times used similar language .i» 
suggesting that Chinese leaders hoped tu use their 
talks with Mr. Beriinguer to increase their own 
prestige among other communist parties and thus 
undermine Soviet influence. 

“Following a course which hostile to world 


socialism and all revolutionary forces, the Peking 
leadership has recently stepped up efforts to 
undermine the communist movement from the 
inside to split its ranks and weaken the position of 
those parties which are guided by the Marxist- 
Leninist teaching,” Pravda declared. 

“Having failed in its efforts to create a sort of 
pro-Maoisr international and place Maoist and 
pro-Maoist groupings in the revolutionary move- 
ment. the Chinese leadership has now switched to 
a no less treacherous tactic of implanting its ideas 
and policies in the world communist movement,” 
it added. 

“ However, revolutionaries of the whole world 
must continue to show vigilance against the sub- 
versive and provocative activity of Peking, whose 
st rategic aims run completely counter to the inter- 
ests of the revolutionary movement.” 

The article contained the strongest language 
seen in Moscow against Peking since talks bet- 
ween the two countries on normalising relations 
were suspended by China after the Soviet inter- 
vention in Afghanistan ar the end of December. 

It said China was seeking to increase military 
and political cooperation with the United States 
and Western Europe with the aim of placing on 
the West the main burden of a confrontation with 
the Soviet Union and its allies. 

Peking, it said, was trying to use current world 
tension to its own advantage, particularly in Asia 
where it was putting pressure on the South-East 
.Asian ASEAN grouping and was seeking to com- 
plicate relations between Pakistan and India. 


Britons ponder ‘royal mystery’ 


LONDON. May 2b (AP) - Bri- 
tons have a royal mystery to pon- 
der. Just where was Queen 
Elizabeth the Queen Mother bom 
SO years ago? 

Her binh certificate apparently 
does not tell the truth. The cer- 
tificate. and every known refer- 
ence book, says that she was born 
at her family's house in Hertford- 
shire. It now emerges that she was 
bom in London at an undisclosed 
address. 

The unlikely riddle deepened 
when a spokesman for her said it 
did not matter where she was 
born. “It is far more important 
that she is alive and well now," he 
told telephone callers yesterday to 


the Queen Mother s London resi- 
dence at Clarence House. 

The puzzle about a much- 
admired woman who was queen of 
England for 1 6 y ears came to light 
during planned festivities for her 
80th birthday next Aug. 4. 

Reading the programme for the 
village of St. Paul’s Walden, near 
the seat of her parents, a sharp- 
eyed citizen noted a discrepancy. 
Instead of saying that she was bom 
there, the programme said she 
"spent much of her childhood” 
there. 

Why was it worded like that, he 
asked, when a plaque in the 12th- 
century village Church of AH 
Saints proclaims that the Queen

Over 100 Kabul students 


said arrested by troops 


during anti-Soviet protest 


NEW DELHI, May 26 (R) -- 
Troops arrested more than 100 
students during anti-Soviet 
demonstrators at Kabul Uni- 


versity- yesterday, according to a 
teacher who arrived in Delhi from 


the Afghan capital today. 

She said at least 50 people were 
rumoured to have died in Kabul in 
the last two weeks in a fresh 
upsurge of protest against Pres- 
ident Babrafc Karmai's Marxist 
government and the presence of 
Soviet forces in the country. 

A British businessman aboard 
the same flight said student lead- 
ers had called for more demon- 
strations today but the city was 
quiet when he left. 

The Afghan teacher, who 
declined to be named, said she saw 
the demonstration at the uni- 
versity by 1.000 students and 
schoolchildren, some as young as 
six. 

Soviet and Afghan troops at the 
campus charged them with batons 
and electric caltieprods but there 
was no shooting, she said. The 
demonstrations began at 8:00 
a.m. and lasted until 4:00 p.m. 

The businessman, who also 
refused to be identified, told 
reporters: "1 heard that a few 
heads got broken around break- 
fast time vesterdav but I did not 


see anything myself.” 

He added: “Kabul seemed very 
quiet to me although there is a lot 
of hearsay floating around... 
Shops are open as usual although 
some of the hotels are closed for 
lack of business.” 

A young Frenchwoman, who 
said she travelled to Kabul reg- 
ularly to buy carpets and clothes, 
described the atmosphere as very 
bad. 

One unconfirmed report she 
had heard was that 20 Soviet sol- 
iders were hurt in an outbreak of 
shooting in the Kabul bazaar last 
week. 

There was a lot of helicopter 
activity over the capital and offi- 
cial cars toured the streets broad- 
casting announcements urging 
people not to demonstrate. 

“They were trying to persuade 
people to support the government 
and saying that the Soviet Union 
was their friend,” she said. 

Thousands of boys and girts 
were reported to have taken part 
in demonstrations last week 
against President KarmaJ. 

A Pakistani businessman who 
arrived in Delhi today said he had 
been told that seven schoolgirls 
were shot dead during the demon- 
strations.

HOUSTON, May 26 (AP) - Mr. 
George Bush ended his two-year 
quest for the presidency, of .ther- 
United States today, leaving: the. 
Republican nomination to Mr. 
Ronald Reagan, the conservative 
former governor of California. 

Mr. Bush announced his with- 
drawal from the Republican Party 
presidential race, after two years' 
of campaigning, at a news con- 
ference packed wrtb hundreds of 
his friends and supporters. He said 
he had. sent Mr. Reagan a - tele-' 
gram congratulating him on a. 
“superb” victory. 

The important thing, Mr. Bush 
said, is that the Republican Party- 
be “united ro save our country 
from Jimmy Carter’s weak, dhrec- - 
don less and incompetent lead- 
ership." 

“I've never quit a fight in my. 
life,” Mr. Bush said. But he said he' 
decided to bow- put because of a .* 
combination of tight finances, Mr: 
Reagan's overwhelming lead in 
Republican convention delegates 
and, more important, the general : 
“perception that the campaign is 
over.” 

The former Texas congressman 
and U.N. ambassador said that he : 
continues to be an optimist, “but I

He 
did it on Sept. 21,1 900, which was 
nearly one week over the six 
weeks allowed. Two days later, 
Elizabeth was christened in the vil- 
lage church. 

The obvious explanation is that 
Lord Glamis forgot to register the 
binh in London. Then when the 
christening was arranged, he 
found he did not have a birth cer- 
tificate, so he went to the nearest 
registrar and the birthplace was 
put down in error. 

Under the 1861 Forgery Act, 
Lord Glamis risked prosecution 
and life imprisonment for telling a 
lie to the registrar of births in 1 900 
about his daughter's birthplace.

Canada pins hopes on constitutional reforji.

MONTREA L— Reassured 
of Quebec's wish to 
remain part of Canada, 
Prime Minister Pierre 
Trudeau has moved 
quickly to ensure the 
French-majority province 
remains loyal. 


In an emotion-charged referen- 
dum last week, the prime minis- 
ter’s native province turned down 
with a 59 per cent majority a 
demand from nationalist pro- 
vincial Premier Rene Levesque 
for a mandate to negotiate a form 
of independence. 

Only three months ago. when 
Trudeau bounced back into office 
as one of the Western world's 
most durable leaders, he warned 
that Canada might break up by the 
end of the decade. 

He denounced separatism in 
Quebec and a tendency in other 
parts of Canada's ten-province 
federation to put regional inter- 
ests first. 

Last week, a jubilant Mr. 
Trudeau said the referendum 
result signalled “the end of a long 
period of uncertainty, of doubt, of 
strained relations between 
Quebec and other provinces of 
Canada, between French- and 
English-speaking Canadians." 

He said the result was also a 


vote for urgent reshaping of the 
division of powers between 
Ottawa and the provinces, 
enshrined in a 113-year-old 
document kept in the British Par- 
liament in Westminster — a han- 
gover from Canada's colonial 
past. 

He immediately sent a senior 
envoy on a whirlwind tour of pro- 
vincial capitals to canvass opinion, 
and began planning for a reform 
conference later this year. Mr. 
Levesque has already said he will 
attend. 

The big quesion is whether the 
federal and provincial gov- 
ernments in Canada, all jealous of 
their own prerogatives, can work 
out a formula for what Canadians 
call “renewed federalism" — and 
whether they can do it quickly 
enough to kill separatism. 

Twelve conferences have been 
held in the past 50 years. All have 
failed to achieve any substantial 
redrafting of the constitution, the 
1867 British North America 
(BN A) Act. The new hope stems 
from the sense of urgency injected 
by the referendum result. 

Analysts reckon that those of 
Quebec's 4.4 million voters who 
came out against Mr. Levesque 
included a majority of French- 
speaking Quebecers, who form 80 
per cent of the province's 6.3 mil- 
lion people. 

This is significant in the emo- 
tional debate over whether 
Quebec is really a separate 
"nation" with a language and cul- 
ture distinct from the prevalent 


English of the rest of North 
America — and should therefore 
be an independent state. 

Mr. Levesque lost the referen- 
dum battle for "sovereignty- 
association," but the separatist 
“war” may not be over. 

The substantial 41 per cent 
minority who voted with him 
remain unhappy with Quebec's 
status. So do some of the 59 per 
cent majority even though they 
wanted Quebec to stay in Canada. 

Swift and effective con- 
stitutional reform to give more 
autonomy to Quebec and the 
other provinces may satisfy many 
of these Quebecers, slashing the 
separatist element to an insig- 
nificant number. 

But it appears more likely that 
devout nationalism will remain an 
important force. 

After losing the referendum, a 
dejected Mr. Levesque said 
Quebecers had given Canada's 
federal system another chance. 

“f am confident that one day 
Quebec will have a rendezvous 
with history, and that we will be 
there together to see it,” he told 
weeping supporters, "but I admit I 
am at a loss to say how and when.” 
The answers to both questions 
depend partly on the progress the 
rest of Canada makes towards 
constitutional reform. 

No-one here predicts a revival 
of separatist violence which 
rocked Quebec ten years ago. 
Then Mr. T rudeau called in troops* 
after activists of the Quebec Lib- 
eration Front (FLQ) kidnapped a 


British diplomat aiid killed a 
Quebec Labour minister. 

The FLQ has since been 
crushed and disbanded, and the 
resurgence of any group with simi- 
lar methods is considered most 
unlikely if the present enthusiasm 
for reform is maintained. 

Bui some leaders fear young 
Quebecers may become more rad- 
ical if reform talks drag on inter- 
minably. 

Among them is Mr. Claude 
Ryan, leader of the victorious 
“no forces in the referendum, 
who will be challenging Mr. 
Levesque for power in Quebec 
elections within the next year. 

Asked whether there was a 
danger of radical isation, he said it 
was not imminent. 

it might become sig- 
nificant if constitutional talks were 
to lead to a stalemate at a later 
stage,' he said. “The people know 
you can’t effect substantial con- 
stitutional talks in three or six 
months.” 

The issues at stake in the talks 
will be complex. They include con- 
tentious matters such as the shar- 
ing of taxation powers over oil and 
other natural resources, reform of 
the appointed Senate (upper 
house ). and laws to guarantee the 
nghr to use French, Canada's sec- 
ond official language, in the nine 
provinces where it is hardly 
spoken.
